with the current state of affairs in 


the Reform Party—Presto's mighty

"lccomputer, everyone predict- 
ed we would be out of work—all of 
the labor being done by those su- 
per-duper-whiz-bang electronic 
machines. 

As a matter of fact, the bureon- 
ing computer industry has created 
many more jobs than it has taken 
away. 

Mine, for instance. I spend be- 
tween eight and nine hours daily 
sitting in front of a computer 
screen, fixing computers, translat- 
ing computers or just plain writ- 
ing about computers. 

There are many techno-aware 
folksout there who are taking their 


computing and writing knowledge 
to the bank as Internet magazines 
and books spring up faster than 
crabgrass on a lawn. 

There was a time when you 
walked into the Computer Book 
Store (né Edmonton Computer 
Book Store) and there was a half- 
shelf of texts on Internet applica- 
tions. 


Big business 


Half of those titles dealt with 
UNIX-specifc Internet tools—prac- 
tically useless unless you were in 
big business or a university—and 
the other half were prohibitively 
expensive, since absolutely no one 
had any interest in a global net- 
work. Ah, the primitive innocence. 

Now the store is liberally pep- 
pered with books having titles as 
“Teach yourself (fill in an Internet- 
related topic here) in 21 days!" 


and "Netscape for Dummies!" 

The same is true for Internet 
magazines. At one time you had to 
approach the clerk and ask if they 
had copies of Wired. 

You might as well have been 
asking for a Pentbouse or a Hus- 
ter. 

Nowadays, there are over 10 
different titles dealing solely with 
Internet usage, not to mention 
another handful dealing with Web 
publishing. 

Just like the Internet itself, 
"there are magazines for quite a 
few different (tastes)," says the 
Computer Book Source's Arthur 
Kingston. 

The grandaddy of all Internet 
publications, the “Rolling Stone 
for the information age," is Wired 
magazine (<http://hard.wired.

And the number of 83- 
year-olds who can still hang out 
till all hours of the morning sitting 
in on jams in jazz clubs in Harlem, 
is few. 

Calgary’s Decidedly Jazz

and Heather Cornell of Manhattan 
Tap at the Arden Theatre Mar. 23- 
24. 

Not only is it a chance to see 
Alberta's slickest jazz and tap dance 
company, with choreography by 
Artistic Director Vicki Adams Wil- 
lis, associate directors Hannah 
Stillwell, Michell Moss and Heath- 
er Cornell—you can also see a bona 
fide legend. 

James "Buster" Brown was born 
in Baltimore, the only boy in a 
family of seven girls. 

“We all social-danced; my fa- 
ther taught my sisters and my sis- 
ters taught me," says Brown. "I 
had a wonderful childhood. I 
didn't even know we were poor." 


The Three Aces 


Initially he wanted to be a doc- 
tor, but after performing in a high 
school presentation, the show- 
business bug hit. He formed a 
group with two of his buddies 
called the Three Aces, and worked 
upan act from watching other per- 
formers. 

"When I saw Pop Whitman 
dance, he had on this fancy suit 
with long pants. 

"Us young guys all wore short 
pants, and I said to myself, ‘I want 
to be a dancer with one of them 
sharp suits." 

Sartorial splendor aside, the 
Three Aces toured the United 
States in the '30s. With his next

and Canada, working in clubs, the- 
atres and in the Rudi Vallee Show. 

We're talking vaudeville here— 
the days of variety shows with short 
acts which included singing acts, 
comedy sketches and dancing that 
included jazz, ballroom, tap and 
the big finish of a novelty act. 

“We would do some soft-shoe, 
a novelty number or flash act that 
would end with a challenge dance 
with the three guys,” explains 
Brown. 

Any That’s Entertainment-type 
movie has excellent footage of 
novelty acts like the Nicholas 
Brothers—the guys who used to 
leap down flights of stairs, land in 
the splits and squeeze back up 
again. 


Solo act 


Asa solo act Brown toured with 
the big bands, has performed in 
numerous Broadway shows, and 
was seen in the documentary Tap 
Dancin' and the PBS special, Gre- 
gory Hines' Tap Dance Masters. 
He also teaches tap internation- 
ally. 

So how did he end up in Cal- 
gary? 

The story starts with Cornell, 
an early graduate from the Grant 
MacEwan Dance program. Her tap 
teacher in New York was Charles 
"Cookie" Cook. Brown was his best 
friend. 

She was invited to "hang out" 
with these legends, which is not 
the same thing as "hanging out" 
Edmonton-style: there's no 7-Elev- 
en involved. 

Brown describes hanging out, 
Manhattan-style: "You know—have 
some fun. Trade steps, steal steps, 
goswing dancing in Harlem (Lindy 
Hop clubs), sit-in places." 

Cornell chuckles as she tells 
the story of being summoned to 
Harlem one hot, humid New York 
day. The invitation, "Hey, Heath, 
come on up and bring your tap 
shoes" ended with Cornell per- 
forming onstage in her pink sun- 
dress. 

Currently the Artistic Director 
of Manhattan Tap, she has per- 
formed in the US, Canada, Europe, 
Japan and the Caribbean. She has 
numerous TV credits.

Not all of the Decidedly Jazz 
dancers come out of the womb 
with tap shoes on, but they have 
been working on tap consistently 
for two years. Both guests are im- 
pressed with their level of exper- 
tise. 


Adams Willis's style is so musi- 
cal, says Cornell. “And they know 
how to drop their weight so they 
can make music with their feet." 

The obvious question to ask an 
83-year-old tap dancer is how the 
heck he still does it. 

“I don't do anything special. I 
just dance all day. Even when I'm 
sitting down, I'm still tapping my 
feet." 


Cornell explains, "He is in 


amazingly good health. He has 
sister who is 94 and one w hoti J 
so genetics has something to dj 
with it."

“Tragedy” kitschy fun 
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his sports-drama-parody has a

Davina Stewart pops out of 
nowhere as Susan Spinks, an ex- 
pairs skater with broken dreams 
and a slightly sick sense of humor. 

Just when the audience starts 
mumbling their concerns about the 
starting time, out she comes like a 
stewardess for a pre-flight safety 
demonstration 

Except it’s more like an orien- 
tation session. 

A quick read of the publicity 
material enlightens you to two 
facts: the play is set in the format 
ofa classical tragedy and someone 
dies. 

Yes. Dies. 

The average Stewart Lemoine 
fan (if there is such a thing) might 
well be put off by these discover- 
ies. The clinical detachment of 
Greek drama is a far cry form the 
campy, kooky wordplay and nutti- 
ness of most Lemoine works 

And death? Is there sucha thing 
in Lemoineland? Could such a 
curse haunt Stewart central? 

Alas and alack, Gentle Readers, 
it is so 

Don't be scared, Susan Spinks 
explains it all before the house 
lights dim. Classical tragedy isn't 
really that complicated: it's just a 

formula like in the movies. 
Instead of a token. strip-club 
scene, for example, there's a visi- 
tation from the Gods. The death of 


the main character is just to help 
you learn a lesson. 

Y'know, like public television. 

Instead ofa Bob Vila lecture on 
grouting, you get Athena's words 
on thinking you're Mr. Fancy Pants 
and better than everybody else. 

This is Susan Spinks' tragic 
flaw. The play takes us through 
her inevitable downfall as the 
World Skating Championships 
come to Edmonton. 

She tries to fight her urge to 
skate—something she gave up due 
to a fall and an unrequited love— 
but despite some serious hints 
from oracles various, she plunders 
on to a future nefarious. 

Hee hee. I rhymed. 

Lemoine has a lot of fun with 
the tragic format. A Greek chorus 
(Chloe Chalmers, Chris Ham, Car- 
men Davison and Jay Watamani- 
uk) endows you with remorse and 
fear. 

They also double as some sort 
of possibly-Scandinavian figure 
skating team. 

(Their nationality unfortunate- 
ly escaped me, but they speak in a 
high-pitched gibberish, like a CD 
player on the fritz).

A“: the Local Heroes In- 
ternational Screen Festival is 
like working on a film shoot: you 
rise early in the morning and stay 
up really late, with only the love of 
film keeping you awake. 

Crew members tend to bond 
on film sets, but it's rare for fellow 
directors, producers and writers 
to have this opportunity. Local 
Heroes fills that void. 

The 1996 Local Heroes festival 
had many highlights, first and fore- 
most being the inspirational pres- 
entation from German auteur 
Werner Herzog. 

The sold-out seminar found 
Herzog entertaining the enthusi- 
astic audience with tales of steal- 


| ing cameras and working with ac- 


| 
i 


tor Klaus Kinski. Herzog declared 
it is essential for filmmakers to 
know how to pick locks, forge doc- 
uments and stay athletic. 


For once, nearly every film 
screened at the festival was a bona 
fide winner. Some ofthe best work 
was shown at the Declaration of 
Independents. 

Split Sbift, by Ottawa director 
Katie Tallo, mixed honest humor, 
visual dazzle and a murder mys- 
tery into its depiction of the daily 
life ofa waitress. It’s a must-see for 
anyone in the restaurant biz. 

Passing Lane, a Calgary gem, 
was inspired by a personal epiph- 
any of its director, Sandra Sawatz- 
ky, ata Hudson Bay store in 1971. 
There is a lot of attention to detail 
and is deserving of its numerous 
AMPIA Award nominations. 


Ravenous Mowat 


Finally, Farley Mowat Ate My 
Brother, by Vancouverite Ken He- 
gan, is a seven-minute laugh riot 
in which the title perfectly de- 
scribes the plot. 

Hegan, who serves as writer on 
the Vancouver equivalent of CBC's 
Rougb Cutz, recently screened the 


film for the legendary Canadian 
writer—and survived. 

Other wonderful films include 
the Drama Prize winners Talker 
from Regina and Twisted Sheets 
from Toronto. The Global Heroes 
film Brotber of Sleep was intense 
and powerful, and is worth catch- 
ing should it come back to E-town 
in the future. 

Dan Mirvish and Dana Altman's 
Global Heroes film Omaba (Tbe 
Movie) is already expected to play 
at Metro Cinema later this year. 

The post-screening receptions 
were also a success, but the post- 
reception parties were even better. 

Luckily, arrests were few—even 
Herzog managed to stay out of 
prison—and everyone can look 
forward to Local Heroes 1997. 
However, future arrests may in- 
clude Vue's resident loudmouth, 
Adrian Lackey, who along with 
Sherry Kozak and Karen Redford 
won a 1996 Drama Prize for his 
script, "The Trial of Stubbie 
McPherson."

Av slide lecture? On a collection of 177works? 

“Well, that’s the problem!” James Boreoman prepares for his 
March 17 speeth introducing the National Gallery’s photograph 
collection to Edmonton. Borcoman is the National’s Curator 
Emeritus. i 

“The original version had a 177 works and this has got a 137,” 
he hums his dilemma. “How do I, in an hour, talk about a 137 
works?” 

Magicians of Light has been up since March 2 and closes April 
28. Borcoman’s yisit coincides with the Edmonton Art Gallery’s 
opening of new permanent exhibition spaces. EAG powers opted 
for a double-whammy promo weekend. 

Photographs inundate Joe and Jill Average. Magicians of Light, 
apart from slowing the inundation, lends context to those everyday 
artifacts. 

“It’s a cross-section of the [National Gallery] collection that 
covers the entire history of photography,” Borcoman defines a two- 
fold function. “At the same time, I really wanted to deal with the 
evolution of the photographic language over the years.” 

Borcoman wanted to be a bush pilot. A box camera and toy 
darkroom he received for his 12th Christmas proved a mighty 
distraction. A stint in the Armed Forces toward the end of the 
Second World War was ill-timed; by the time he was old enough 
they didn’t need anymore pilots. 

Like his dad before him (and his daughter since), when the 
forest called he heeded. He worked not as a pilot but as a 
photographer. The hints were there. The bush, as much as he loved 
it, wouldn’t supply his career. 

“I wonder if it skips a generation?" he asks. 

Borcoman's drawl becomes distinctly less pronounced when he 
speaks the “photographic language," clipping itself in deeply 
entrenched passion. He flips through the exhibition's companion 
book, also entited Magicians of Light. 

He first singles out Julia Margaret Cameron as one of the 
pioneer speakers of that language. 


"She was an innovator!” he refers to Cameron's portrait of a 


young woman. The young woman's face is clearly defined while the 
outer edges soften to a blur. Selective focus? 

“That was one of the innovations she brought in!” he indicates 
pleasure. “According to the story—and this may or may not be 
apochryphal, no one can prove it—when she was 47 her daughter 
gave her a camera. 

“The story goes that the first photograph she made she 
focussed the lens on the face and thought that was the end of it. Of 
course, when you do that with your lens wide open you have a very 
narrow field of focus. If it was that kind of accident, and its quite a 
valid explanation, she soon cottoned onto the fact that there was 
something she could work with here...” 

Photography, in its youth, blossomed and wilted with equal 
alacrity. 

“Somewhere along the line the art establishment began to get very 
nervous about photography,” Borcoman talks of the 1850's, “It was a 
mechanical thing, y'know, you don't make art with a machine." 

Too much surface information, no broad effect! Critics. 


Cameron, an amateur in the truest sense, contributed, to the 


renaissance of photography as an art forn’ Her 1872 pórtráit

Exploring the 
book one notices 
the pics presented 
almost, but not 
quite, chronological 
order. 

“That has to do with 
the layout of the book," 
technicalities fascinate 
Borcoman as much as 
technique. We've used 
four—maybe five—different ink 
combinations. 

“When you're talking about 
monochromatic photography,” he 
offers a sly tease, “you tell people, 
“Look at the color...” 

Most shots in'the exhibit are black 
and white. Making a book of these 
photos calls on less-than-obvious 
sensibilities. Why all the 
combinations? 

“To go from neutral black and 
white, to cool black and white, to warm back and white, to cool 
sepias, to warm sepias, as well as some full color plates. Whether 
you're talking about a very cold range of black and whites, or 
purplish-reddish tones, or warm, creamy colors in the white 
areas... there is color! There is color in every black and white 
photograph!" 

One page requires different processing than its neighbor. 
"Throughout the history of photography, artists have used salted 
paper, albumen silver, gelatin silver, cyanotype, bromoil and 
platinum. Each negative or print process creates its own aesthetic. 
Capturing that aesthetic means more that just taking a picture of a 
picture. The book gets riffled again. 

"Your signatures, you have to plot this so when the [the pages] 
are folded and cut up that they'll fall, more or less in chronological 
order." he critiques his own continuity and color, *Well, it was 
wonderful how well it worked out on the whole. It's not exactly 
bang-on, but nonetheless..." 

The total aesthetic is why Borcoman is so hung up on original 
prints. As late as 1960 photography suffered another dark age. 

“We were rather puzzled by the fact that photography wasn’t 
considered a legitimate artform. There were only three art 
museums in North America—anywhere in the world as a matter of 
fact—that had active collections. That was the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York, The Metropolitan Museum [also New York] and 
the Art Institute in Chicago." 

The National, like most art institutes, had pegassional | 12111 
exhibitions. As Borcoman discovered, money was still vigilantly 
hoarded by the painter set. 

“By that time I was on the scene and I was pushing. | was 
saying ‘Look! this is a valid art form! We should be collecting it!" 
Borcoman displays the quality that made him curator “Not only 
could we be doing something really interesting, you can buy this 
stuff for peanuts!" 

Politicking for money was bad enough. Source managers didn't 
even recognize the aesthetic yalue of their own collections, 
Borcoman relives à touchy conversation: “In the summer of 1970.1 
organized a show of four 19th century Canadian photographers. I

versary this year during its Jan. 
19-Mar. 3 run 

A quartet of experienced play- 
wrights weré assembled to have 
their plays givena full, main stage 
production for six weeks. The 
plays run dh repertory with an 
ensemblegast where most of the 
actors play more than onc role in 
more than one show. 

Theréwasalsoa hostofancillary 
events, including staged readings of 
works in progress and a symposium 
on community standards. 

In previous years, the festival 
has premiered many important 
new Canadian works, including 
Unidentified Human Remains 
and the True Nature of Love by 
Edmonton "writer and rabble- 
rouser Brad Fraser. This year the 
talents of Eugene Stickland, Lin- 
da Griffiths, Margaret Hollings-
